Although  we  have  numerous  refugees  in  t he  District, 
it  has  not  brought  us  any  distinct  increase  of  illness. 

A  very  large  acreage  of  agricultural  land  has  been  occupied, 
opened  out,  and  built  on  for  Var  purposes. 

The  number  of  Infectious  Diseases  -  Scarlet  Fever  44, 
and  Diphtheria  8,  Trith  no  deaths  in  either. 

No  urgent  matters  affecting  the  public  health 
arose  during  the  year.  Arrangements  ere  being  made  for 
preservation  of  all  records  usually  included  in  my  annual 
Report,  in  order  that  at  a  later  date  a  report  could  be  m-de 
dealing  more  fully  ^dth  the  period  from  the  beginning  of 
1939  to  the  end  of  the  last  complete  year.
